Paris, June 8.—According; to In¬ 
formation received at the Foreign 
Office to-day, anti-Semitic out¬ 
breaks occurred in Budapest 
around June 4, on which date the 
advices stated one man saw 
twelve Jews killed. The rioting 
continued for several days, during 
which many Jews were killed, the 
Foreign Office dispatch said.

Junto 8.—Addressing the 
convention of the Canadian Manu¬ 
facturers' Association heri last night,

There was ample scope for addi¬ 
tional shipping facilities, said Mr. 
Bryan, who thought the business of 
80.000,000 people was worth going 
after. Japan had the money and was 
not afraid to spend it, but very few 
Canadian firms were offering their 
goods. 

Canada's total contribution to Ja¬ 
pan's Imports last year was but a 
little more than one-quarter of ohe 
per cent, of the whole, while thto 
United States has shipped goods to 
the value of thirty-five per cent, of 
the total. 

Paper. 

Dealing with the manufacture of 
pulp and paper In Jiipan, Mr. Fryan 
stated that very little was produced 
there. "There has been very little pulp 
Imported Into Japan since the'war. 
and there is very little prospect for 
pulp and paper export business to 
that country.” he said. 

He urged that Canadian manufac¬ 
turers should always take great care 
to ship goods according to specifi¬ 
cations. "Our little Japanese friends 
are keen traders and merchants," he 
said, "and the best policy Is always 
to ship them the pick of your stock."

The United States 
census statistics, jufit published at Washington, 
shows that the population of New York on Janu¬ 
ary 2 was 5,621,151, representing an increase of 
854,268 or 17.9 per cent., since 1910. 

The population of London, according to Wash¬ 
ington's information, is 6,726,753, or more than 
1,100,000 greater than that of Uncle Sam’s largest' 
city. It is believed that before the war London 
had more people than it has now and that its 
population at that time was more than 7,000,000. 

The increase in New York’s population dur¬

In an Interview with The Times,

A company Is boring for 
oil, on the south end of Graham 
Island. They may succeed, and I 
trust they will. The island is ft 
large one. The proposition, on the 
West Toast of Graham Island, where 
I examined the "shale" and “tar," is 
one hundred miles from the ground 
now’ being worked. If the present 
working company succeeds, there will 
be a great "oil boom” on the islands. 
They are going about the work in 
a business-like way. and will here 
to a great depth. One drill—or one 
company—will not show the public 
that oil will be found, in quantity, on 
the islands.

Should oil be 
found, in quantity, another great in¬ 
dustry will be established.- The 
public should be wary of wild cat 
propositions. Companies, will be 
formed, on ‘shoestrings;’ but the 
only propositiops to invest in should | 

• be under some manner of control. 
Organizing ‘oil companies.* with sel¬ 
ling stock, make easy propositions 
for ‘wild catters.' Only those who 
are known, and mean ‘honest busi¬ 
ness,' should be encouraged. When 
a man is willing to take prospective 
purchasers to a property, and show 
that there is a fair opportunity for a 
return of capital invested, is the 
proper test of the prospectus.’ and 
advertising regarding oil claims. 

I can only say this: “The Queen 
Charlotte Islands are an unknown 
quantity, to the majority of British 
Columbians, leaving aside the finan¬ 
cial men of the w-orld. Few care to 
visit Hecate Straits and cross the 
troublesome waters, between my 
home and the Mainland. It is a 
difficult passage, at times; but the 
people will, some day, realize that 
they have a wealth of timber and 
fuel on those islands. As ; a farming 
country, the proposition Is too diffi¬ 
cult, in my mind, for the present 
generation. Timber and rocky areas 
with ‘muskeg’ and isolation.’ are not 
e.ncouraging to a farmer. We have 
the best fishing grounds in the 
world—‘bar none.’

"The Winter climate Is not of the 
best, through wind storms and rain;
